His genial liberal character and enterprising spirit, 
united with a great business capacity, attracted to 
his establishment most of those who read such works 
to publish or desired to prepare them. The recent 
civil war gave an especial impetus to his business by 
creating an immense demand from the Government 
Offices and from the volunteer soldiery, for military 
and naval works, foreign, and of his own publica- 
tion.

TE library of the British Museum, London, now 
contains over a million volumes, and it is expected 
that this number will be doubled in fifteen years, 
probably in less time. 

Siz Wa rer Scorr was born on the 15th of August, 
1771. The first Napoleon was born on the same 
day, two years before. It has been determined that 
the Scott centenary shall be celebrated at Melrose 
on the birth-day in 1871, and a committee of the 
noblemen and gentry of the border counties has 
been appointed to carry out this intention. 

Tue Executive Committee of the new Metropolitan 
Museum of Art have published their report, which 
may be obtained at Union Printing House, 79 John 
Street, New York. This highly commendable en- 
terprise, which deserves the hearty support of every 
person of taste, owes its origin in part to Mr. G. P. 
Putnam, the New York publisher, whose taste in 
matters of art is well known, and who was one of 
the original movers in the scheme, and one of its 
most energetic supporters. The museum is to be 
formed after the plan of the South Kensington 
Museum in England, the success of which has been 
very large, and will include the whole dominion of 
art, from painting and sculpture to art as applied 
in manufactures, with objects illustrative of its 
history, from the earliest beginnings to the present 
time. We are informed in connection with this 
subject, that three galleries of paintings of great 
value, which figured conspicuously among the art 
galleries of Paris, were, owing to the troublesome 
times there, sold by their owners at a sacrifice, and 
bought by an American gentleman who was for- 
tunately on the spot, and which are likely to be- 
come, shortly, the property of the new Museum. 

In compliance with the injunction expressed in 
his last will and testament, neither statue nor 
column has been placed over the remains of Charles 
Dickens. All the votive flowers, wreaths, and chap- 
lets cast upon his grave in Westminster Abbey, by 
affection or admiration, have been removed, and a 
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tombstone laid down, level with the floor of Poet’s 
Corner. In letters of brass sunk into this stone, is 
the inscription “ Charles Dickens, born 7th Febru- 
ary, 1812, died 9th June, 1870.” 


Tue Rev. E. Whately says, in the Leisure Hours 
an English magazine: ‘ Wordsworth once gave an 
interesting account of the origin of ‘ We are Seven,’ 
the ‘ Ancient Mariner,’ and some other poems, the 
names of which I forget. He and Coleridge agreed 
to take a tour together—I think, into Devonshire, 
and in order to pay their expenses resolved to write 
some poems, which I think were composed during 
the tour, but 1am not sure. They gave each other 
a certain amount of assistance in their respective 
compositions. In the ‘Ancient Mariner’ it is re- 
markable that the idea of the dead men pulling the 
ropes, which would seem more likely to have 
emanated from the mind cf Coleridge than that of 
Wordsworth, was suggested by the latter. The first 
verse of the poem ‘ We are seven’ was written by 
Coleridge. Wordsworth composed this poem back- 
wards, beginning at the last verse and going up- 
wards. He and Coleridge were staying in a friend’s 
honse at the time of its composition. Wordsworth 
was summoned to tea when he had finished all but 
the first verse, and Coleridge told him to go into 
the drawing-room, and he would complete it for 
him.” Coleridge, and not Porson, as is generally 
believed, wrote some stanzas of Southey’s “ Devil’s 
Walk,’’ and Mr. Hobhouse wrote about thirty lines 
in Byron’s “ English Bards and Scotch Reviewers.” 


It is reported from Paris that among the private 
papers of the Emperor Napoleon discovered and now 
being published by the Provisional Government 
(just as Louis Philippe’s private papers were pub- 
lished in 1848), was a novel in the handwriting of 
the captive monarch. Its hero, who is supposed 
to have quitted France in 1848, and have lived for 
the next twenty years in the United States, is re- 
presented as having returned in 1866, where he is 
smitten with surprise and gratification at finding 
France great, prosperous, and happy, with pass- 
ports suppressed, railroads reticulating the whole 
empire, Paris rebuilt, and richly embellished, an 
iron-clad fleet established, political prisoners am- 
nestied, exiles returned, and art, science, literature, 
and religion in happy union and predominance. It 
is not stated whether his romance is also to see the 
light. 

For the information of persons reading or writing 
Scotch stories, we mention, from “ Chambers’ Gazet- 
teer of Scotland,” that under the word “ Highlands” 
are given the names and badges of all the known 
Clans of Scotland, and their number is forty-five. 
Each clan has its own plaid or tartan of a peculiar 
pattern. There are about seventy varieties of 
Scottish tartans, but only forty-five are authentic. 
The rest are fancy patterns, among which is the 
“Victoria Plaid.” 


Tue quietude of the book trade in England will 
have a great effect on the supply of illustrated 
works for Christmas; very little of the kind is 
announced yet, and photography still seems in the 
ascendant as a means of illustration for books of the 
kind. One of the most elegant books of this cha- 
racter is the illustrated edition of Thomas Hood’s 
well-known poem, Miss Kilmansegg and her Precious 
Leg. The beautiful drawings in outline embellish- 
ing the volume have fairly taken the public by 
surprise. A name is appended to them on the 
title-page entirely unknown to fame—“Thomas S. 
Seccombe, R.A.” Now as R.A. has generally but 
one meaning in all matters of art (Royal Academi- 
cian) people rubbed their eyes wondering who the 
new dignitary could be. It turns out, however, 
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that in this case R.A. means “ Royal Artillery,” and 
that the illustrations are drawn by a Captain in 
that service, simply an amateur, and not a profes- 
sional artist. Regarded in this light, they “are 
really wonderful.’’ For invention, richness of 
fancy, knowledge of form, insight into character, 
and delicacy of execution, they stand alone, and 
almost make a school by themselves. The book is 
altogether got up in a beautiful and unique style, 
and will be one of the most attractive of the com- 
ing season.—Scribner’s Monthly.

RELIGION. 


The Theology of Christ from His own Words. By 
Joseph P. Thompson. pp. xiv., 295. New York: 
Charles Scribner & Co. 

The author states that he does not attempt to 
delineate the life of Christ, but to evolve directly 
and exclusively from His own words the Doctrine 
that He taught, and that a truly Christian theology 
must be derived from the interpretation of His 
words by the laws of exegesis, and by the collection 
of detached sayings in their relation to the whole 
course of His teaching. The writings of Baur, 
Schmid, Weizaker, Weiss, and Ossterzee have been 
freely consulted, and though the work is intelligible 
to the general reader, it embodies the product of 
much critical study and of considerable biblical 
erudition. This might, indeed, be expected from 
its author, who ranks among the best thinkers and 
accomplished students of the American church. 
The work cannot fail, for many reasons, to attract 
attention not only to its text, but to its four appen- 
dices which treat respectively of the Genuineness 
of the Gospel of John, of Ossterzee’s Theology of the 
New Testament, of Dr. Weiss on thé Future Punish- 
ment, and on the Future State, with special refer- 
ence to the views expressed in Delitzsch’s * Biblical 
Psychology.”’

We have here the seventh volume of this valu- 
able work. It contains the Epistle to the Galatians, 
by Dr. Otto Schmoller, translated by C. C. Starbuck, 
with additions by Dr. M. B. Riddle; Ephesians and 
Colossians, by Karl Braune, translated, enlarged, and 
edited by Dr. Riddle; and Philippians, by Dr. Braune, 
edited with additions by Prof. Hackett. The aggre- 
gate of additions amounts to about one-third of the 
volume. The New Testament part of this import- 
ant commentary is now drawing to a close, and it 
will be completed by the Gospel of John and the 
Book of Revelation. The former was undertaken 
by Dr. Yeomans, and on his death the manuscript 
passed into the hands of Dr. Schaff, who is finish- 
ing it for publication. The Commentary on Revela- 
tion has not yet appeared in German, but may be 
expected in a few months, and will be immediately 


|taken in hand. The last part will also contain a 
| complete and careful index of all the volumes on 
the New Testament. The Old Testament is pro- 

gressing more slowly, but as fast as the nature of 
| the work will admit. 

The Life of Christ. By the Rev. William Hanna, 
D.D., LL.D. 3 vols. New York: Robert Carter 
& Brothers. 

This is a new edition in three volumes of Dr. 
Hanna’s recent work issued at half price. It has 
been most favorably received and highly com- 
| mended. It occupies rather a peculiar position in 
|itsdepartment. It is not professedly critical, nor is 
| it overloaded with notes, nor has it too large an in- 
fusion of theological disquisition. It is warm, earn- 
est, glowing, striving to reach the heart of the 
reader, and yet it embodies the results of much re- 
search, reading, and reflection. While the work is 
adapted for popular reading, yet there is no sacrifice 
of scholarship, reasoning, or taste. The new and 
cheaper edition will add to the general circulation 
of the work. 

Letters of Spiritual Counsel and Guidance. By the 
late Rev. John Keble, M. A., Vicar of Hursley. 
Edited by Rev. R. F. Wilson, M.A. Second edi- 
tion. Crown 8vo. pp. xxxvi., 244. London 
Print. New York: Pott & Amery. 

Not only among the admirers of Keble, nor only 
among members of the Episcopal Church, but with 
all seeking spiritual guidance and comfort, these 
letters will afford help and consolation. 

They were written at various times, during a 
period of about fifty years, to many different per- 
sons who sought the writer’s help in their affliction, 
and there is consequently great variety in their 
subjects. Written often hastily, amid the pressure 
of other duties, they are, in some cases, spontaneous 
effusions, prompted by affection and sympathy for 
those in trouble ; but, for the most part, they were 
called forth by inquiries on various matters, more or 
| less closely teaching the spiritual life, addressed to 
jhim by different persons, of different characters, 
| and under different circumstances; and they are 
directed simply to the need of the particular soul. 
The same loving nature, and impressive earnest- 
ness of purpose, which are so striking an element in 
all of Keble’s writings, manifest themselves through- 
out all these letters, and few readers will close the 
book without having found something in it to cheer 
and help them.

The American Wheat Culturist. A Practical Trea- 
tise on the Culture of Wheat, embracing a Brief 
History and Botanical Description of Wheat, with 
Full Practical Details for Selecting Seed, Pro- 
ducing New Varieties, and Cultivating on Dif- 
ferent Kinds of Soil. By S. Edwards Todd. pp. 
viii., 432. New York: D. D. F. Moore. 

The author has for more than forty successive 
years had more or less practical experience in the 
cultivation of wheat, and he has embodied in these 
pages the results of observation as well as of read- 
ing. A large amount of information is here im- 
parted, especially important to young farmers. The 
work is practical in its aim, its direct object being 
to tell the agriculturist how to raise good wheat 
where others have failed to get fair crops. 

EDUCATIONAL. 

Cornell’s Physical Geography; accompanied with 
nineteen pages of Maps, a great variety of Map 
Questions, and one hundred and thirty Diagrams and 
Pictorial Illustrations, and embracing a detailed 
description of the Physical Features of the United 
States. By S.S. Cornell. pp. 103. New York: 
D. Appleton & Co. 

This is certainly a school-book that is no less 
beautiful than instructive. No pains have been 
spared to bring it to the highest standard of excel- 
lence, and it is creditable both to publisher and 
author. It cannot fail to attract the immediate 
attention of teachers.

Mommsen’s History is so universally recognized 

as the most valuable contribution that bas recently 

been made to this department of literature, that it 
is unnecessary to say aught in its commendation. 

Whether time will succeed in affecting it, when his 

work shall come to be carefully weighed, remains 

to be seen. There is a peculiar charm in Momm- 
sen’s style. It abounds in significant home-thrusts 
of language and apt colloquialisms not usually 
found in the works of a German scholar. Scribner 

& Co. in the present volume complete their new and 

cheap edition, and the work is now brought within 

the reach of all classes of readers, and although it 
is now presented at a reduced price, it contains the 
text in its integrity and completeness. 


The Life and Times of David Zeisberger, the Western 
Pioneer and Apostle of the Indians. By Edmund

David Zeisberger, as a missionary and an Indian 
linguist is said to be the peer of John Eliot, while, 
as the biographer thinks, he far outranks him as a 
herald of the Gospel and a forerunner of the race 
that has since possessed the land in which he la- 
bored. The present work is based upon original 
manuscripts preserved in the archives of the Mora- 
vian Churches at Bethlehem and other places. The 
narrative also embraces a full account of the man- 
ners, customs, character, and religion of the abori- 
gines, without, however, entering into critical in- 
vestigations. Whatever Zeisberger, in his volumi- 
nous journals, says upon these subjects has been 
reproduced, for his residence of sixty-two years 
among the Indians renders him, as must be ad- 
mitted, an important authority. It is quite a wel-

The hero of this book has obtained as great a 
celebrity-in Texas, as the far-famed Kit Carson did 
in the West. Born in Virginia in 1816, he went to» 
Texas in 1836, soon after the battle of San Jacinto 
to “take pay out of the Mexicans for the murder of 
his brother and cousin,’’ both of whom fell at “ Fan- 
nin’s’’ massacre, which account he now believes to 
be “about square.’?’ He met with many strange 
adventures in his wars with the Mexicans, and 
afterwards with the Indians, and the details of these, 
together with some hunting experiences, form the 
bulk of the volume. An amusing account is given 
in several chapters, of his experience among some 
of the large cities of the Southwest, when paying 
a temporary visit to friends, after having passed 
many years of his life beyond the bounds of civili- 
zation. There is a good deal of wit scattered through 
the book, which, if not very refined, is fresh and 
sparkling. 

History of the American Stage. Containing Bio- 
graphical Sketches of nearly every member of 
the Profession that has appeared on the American 
Stage, from 1733 to 1870.
